Sum in Gold Confiscated 
but Later Restored by 
Officials Who Express 
Regret 


BERLIN, ria Wireless to London, 
March 22.— Government officials to­ 
day expressed deepest regret over the 
inconvenience to which 
Mrs. Nona 
McAdoo Foster, sister of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo of the 
I United States, was put by over-zeal- 
j ous police officials of Charlottesburg. 
The Reichsbank issued a statement 
saying that $725 in gold, confiscat­ 
ed by the police, had been restored 
to Mrs. Foster. 
It was denied, how­ 
ever, that the police had threatened 
the American woman. 
Reichsbank 
officials expressed the opinion that 
she probably misunderstood the 
po­ 
lice officials who visited her apart­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Foster was put in an em bar­ 
rassing situation through the act of 
her brother 
by 
adoption, 
Angelo 
Scarpa, a young Italian. 
Early in 
the war Scarpa, according to the po­ 
lice, bought gold at a premium from 
a milk man, saying he intended to go 
to America, not knowing 
that 
the 
government had laid a heavy penalty 
for purchasing fold above par. 
On March 8, according to an affi­ 
davit filed by Mrs. Foster with Am­ 
erican Ambassador Gerard, the po­ 
lice visited her and forced her 
to 
hand over 2.900 m arks in gold, giv­ 
ing in exchange paper money. 
Al­ 
though Gerard made no formal pro­ 
test, officials of the German foreign 
office undertook 
an 
investigation 
which resulted in the restoration of 
the money. 
Officials said today

Scarpa’s act unquestionably was In 
i violation of the law, the government 
preferred to overlook it rather than 
I take action that might be considered 
j unfriendly.
